The Mobile Unit was here from three until 
seven o'clock at the Woroao's Clubhouse and the street was filled 

---fwith parked cars for two blocks 

on either side during that time. 

An idea of how remarkable 
the Sierra Madre record was may 
be had from a comparison with 
a recent Blood Bank of North 
Hollywood, which with a popu¬ 
lation of 40.000 donated only 
168 pints. 

Assistant chairman, Mrs. May 
Wright, reports that 232 people 
registered to donate. Of that 
number 30 failed to notify her 
that they would be unable to 
report and 24 people called in, 
asking to be released on account 
of colds, accidents and illnesses. 
Forty-five persons were rejected 
by the medical staff, leaving 
133 donors. 

One of the most interesting 
observations may be drawn 
from the latter group. The re¬ 
jection of 45 people willing 
to give blood was rather a 
surprise to most of them. They 
naturally were unaivare of 
physical deficiency, otherwise 
they would not have offered. 
In fact every person who re¬ 
ported came out with a par¬ 
tial medical check-up, which 
in many cases might be of 
inestimable value. 

The medical staff reports that 
the Blood Bank Unit is discover¬ 
ing a slight anemic condition 
throughout Southern California 
which they attribute to lack of 
proper diet, possibly the result 
of the higher cost of the protein 
and citrus foods. 

Dr. .Tohn Woehler. chairman, 
is most gratified over the out¬ 
come of the day. ‘T had a won¬ 
derful staff,” said Dr. Woehler. 
“And you can always depend on 
these Sierra Madre folks to do 
their part.”

New Itills enacted at the last 
Legislature and now in effect 
provide more racing support.
